Picked Up Personnel 


"We picked up the personnel ot

about daybreak got underway out 
ot the lagoon. 
We were assigned 


a station about 20 miles out. We 
were right near the ships that had 
the newsmen aboard. 


"At about 9 o'clock all the men

As far as I car1 see they'nave done 
an honest job of reporting the 
dnmage done I did a good -ob of 
guessing what would happen al- 
though there wasn't as much de- 
bris on the water as I had ex- 
pected. The next bomb is the one 
that I'm looking for to really do 
some damage. It should be ready 
to go in about three weeks by the 
latest dope we can get."

' Questions and Accusations 


How can America's good inten- 


tions of atomic disarmament be 
believed when we carry on the 
bomb tests at Bikini. 
Why is 


the United States aiming at the 
•perfection rather than the restric- 
tion of the atomic bomb. 


A writer in the Russian publica- 


tion Pravda asks these questions. 
And a Moscow radio commenta- 
tor, in an accusing rather than 
a questioning mood, calls our ex- 
clusive possession of the methods 
of atomic bomb manufacture "vul- 
gar common blackmail." He also 
calls attention to the fact that the 
house military affairs committee 
has proposed 
legislation "pre- 


serving the atom bomb as a wea- 
pon of the United States Army 
and Navy." 


If the Russian writer and broad- 


caster were telling the whole 
story, then their questions might 
be reasonable and their objections 
valid. In some respects the Bikini 
tests are a contradiction of our 
proposals to outlaw atomic war- 
fare. And certainly the militaris- 
tic aspects of the houae commit- 
tee's bill (which disregard ob- 
jections by the president and the 
war and navy secretaries) don't 
square with Our professed policies. 


But the Russian 
writer and 


broadcaster didn't tell the whole 
itory, of course. If they had, they 
could have found answers and ex- 
planations all about them. 


They might have looked in the 


Russian press on the day before 
the Pravda article and the broad- 
cast in question. There they could 
have read stories urging "iron 
discipline" and increased produc- 
tion to enhance the power and ef- 
ficiency 
of the 
Soviet 
armed 


forces. 


They might have looked at the 


size of the peacetime Red Army, 
and our Army. They might have 
checked on recent speeches 
by 


Prime Minister Stalin and other 
leaders in which military might 
was stressed as the goal in com- 
ing years for protection against 
"fascism" and "capitalistic encir- 
celment." 


They might have tried to imag- 


ine how the censorship and secrecy 
that prevail from the Balkans to

Communists, the several Russian 
vetoes in the Security Council, and 
other manifestations of dubious 
Russian good will must appear 
through American eyes.

Come the 29th of this month and 


twenty-one allied nations will as- 
semble in the old Luxembourg Pal- 
ace in Paris to lay down peace 
terms for the axis countries of 
Italy, Hungary, Romania, Bul- 
garia and Finland — that is. the 
cnnference will assembly unless it 
is blocked by some great power 
with a penchant for throwing 
monkey wrenches into the machin- 
ery. 


Employment of the term "peace 
treaty" of course connotes that 
war with arms is finished, and the 
corollary to this is that tranquil- 
ity once more has settled over the 
land. The present situation, how- 
ever, strikes me as providing an 
exception to the general rule. 
It's true that the sound of guns 
and bursting bombs is stilled—and 
isn't likely to be heard again in a 
major way for a long time. But 
just as surely as the sun will rise 
tomorrow the world is facing an 
unprecedented period of political 
turmoil which neither you nor I 
will live to see completed. Europe 
is the center of the upheaval now 
—but it will spread. 


The fixing- of peace terms for 
Italy and the other four states 
naturally will be a step forward. It

will help steady the morale of the 
defeated 
peoples and give them 
hope at a moment when it is badly 
needed. Beyond that, 
however, 
the treaties aren't likely to alter 
the present situation vastly. 


That is to say. we are going- to

ence, with England lighting to sal- 
vage what she can from the dom- 
inant position which she held be- 
fore the world turned things top- 
sy-turvy. That will be a battle to 
a finish—polico-economic rather 
than military — but non-the-less 
deadly.

iet Republics. 


But it's wholly clear from Rus- 
sia's tactics and general strategy 
that she has no intention of rest- 
ing- on her laurels when she has 
consolidated 
the vast 
territory 


which she already has brought un- 
der her control. The "world rev- 
olution" for the spread of Com- 
munism—of which we heard so 
much back in the early twenties 
is again under way and will grow 


Marshal Stalin largely shelved 
this world crusade when he came 


to power after Lenin's death, in 
order to devote all Russia's energy 
to the creation of a great indus- 
trial system and a strong army. 
"World revolution" could wait 
until the Soviet Union was power- 
ful and a more opportune moment 
for the spread of the Red ism ar- 
rived. That moment has come.

on Delay in Reporting 


Chicago, July 13—(AP)~Mayor 


Kelly today had a 20-page report 
from his special investigating com- 
mittee which cites "an unexplain- 
ed delay" in calling the fire de- 
partment in the LaSalle hotel fire 
June 5, and says the 61 fatalities 
resulted from "the absence of 


means 
of 
fire 
detection 
and 


alarm." 


The seven-man committee said 


testimony of witnesses placed dis- 
covery of the fire at between 12:20 
and 12:30 a.m., and that the fire 
department received an alarm at 
12:35. Avery Brundage, board 
chairman of the hotel, previously 
had denied reports that there had 
been a delay in sounding the 
alarm. 


The committee reported "unpro- 


tected vertical stairway openings" 
served a» a "principal means of 
the rapid spread of the heated 
gaaes, smoke and flame to the up- 
per floors." 


Use of combustible materials in 


the hotel's cocktail lounge "was 
in violation of the building code," 
in effect in 1934 when the lounge 


was constructed, the report added. 
It said use of wood panelling in 
the lobby "added to the fire haz- 
ard." 


The committee recommended an 


approved alarm system for every 
hotel, with.a city fire alarm box 
on the outside.
